While 
the total number of students registered has increased but 
slightly, we are presenting to-night the cerecet list of 
graduates in the history; and that number will be considerably 
Zs surpassed in 1929. 

The satisfactory results of the Exeminations just concluded 
bear witness to the greater studiousness that is beginning to 
be common in the majority of our College boys. 

A havpy innovation this year was the Retreat for our 
Senior Class, held at the close of their studies, to sum up 
and complete that moral training which has always been such 
an important part of Jesuit education. 

By removing the Students' Library to more commodious 
quarters, we have been sble to provide still another Club~ 
Room for the Resident Students. Besides the large Smoker 
and the Day-Students' assembly-room for the members of the 
Arts Course, we now have three club-rooms in the Junicrs' 
Building, the last opened being for the youngest boys. 

The health of the students has been uniformly good, 
that of the staff,--not so good. But, despite the severe

the great generosity of their fellow-teachers and the willing 
help of the student-body enabling us to pass through a time
